That tone , was

and durable peace, yet concilia- 
tory toward the 
conflicting ap- 


proaches to the realization of those 
principles. It was not a challeng- 
ing or hcrioc statement of foreign 
policy, but it was noble, sincere, 


• 
and at the same time, practical. 


Thus far America's popular ex- 


pression has been less inclined to- 
ward a moderate view of some Al- 
lied policies than has its govern- 
ment leadership. Perhaps we shall 
learn that it is wiser to "respect 


j and tolerate" more in trying to 


weld separate and conflicting ret- 
cnnbinations into a united deter- 
mination. 


This will not be easy when one 


country's national policy becomes 
a matter of international concern 
—such as when, reccnlty, many 
.months of politically inspired quiet 
on the Polish front seem to have 
cost the Allies' lives and territory 
in the west. 


But whatever the doubts and dis- 


appointments 
that 
inevitably 


await the American people in their 


.} portion of the peace-making task, 


there is one positive thing that we 
can do. We can make known our 
continuing and unshakable deter- 
mination for a united victory and 
a united peace. 


The people be expected to ap- 


" j plaud or even accept without com- 


ment every excursion from the road 
toward 
world peace that other 


governments may make. But if we 
make it clear that neither toler- 
ance 
nor 
opposition 
will 
cause 


us to abandon these broad princi- 
ples, the American people will at 
least have made a beginning of 
the endless and exacting, but re- 
warding, fight to make and keep 
the peace.

Further west along the

head, forces moving south of cap- 
tured Lingayen have pushed down 
highway 13 to a point past Uman- 
dav. That, is soven miles inland. It 
also is behind the Agno river which 
curves up to Lingayen Gulf 
and 


empties into it west of Lingayen 
town.

No one who knows the regiment's

Ben T. Ammons, both of Jackson, 
Tenn., and Lt. Col. Samuel T. Mc- 
Dowall of Rockhill. S. C. — have 
been with him in ten battles — and 
ten victories. 


But every man in the 30th Divi- 


sion's fanyjus "breakthrough" regi- 
ment names Johnson himself as the 
wellspring of their success. 


"The little corporal," they

Budapest All 
But Captured 
by Russians

Moscow, Jan. 12 — (K>)— The lagt 
stark chapter of the siege of Buda- 
pest was being written today in a 
narrow strip of Pest, on the east 
bank of the Danube, with the Nazis 
squeezed into an area approximate- 
ly two miles long and one mile . 
wide. 
Savage German attacks on the 


Soviet arc west of the Danube to 
relieve the desperately struggling 
Nazi garrison failed again. 
Rus- 


sian Marshal Feodor Tolbukhin wa.s 
reported to have strengthened his 
positions and there appeared little 
likelihood of any German break- 
through. 
In ten days of fighting to relieve 
the Hungarian capital the Germans 
have sacrificed 16,000 men' killed;

"Our people refused to live under 
Japanese control," Gopana contin- 
ued.

'Finally the Japs notified us to 
return to Loreto and they would 
issue safe conduct passes. It was 
a hard decision.
